At the date of Oftober 17, the French were at 
Maeltricht, and appeared to be bending their 
whole force againft the capita! of Holland—The 
northern army having afcended the Maefe, and 
taken acircuitous rout for Amfterdam, leaving 
Rotterdam on the left. 

The expectation was, that the French, if not 
oppofed with fuccefs, would be in that city in 
the courfe of a few days, they being only five 
days march off. 

The duke of York, whofe army was at Nime- 
guen, about twelve miles from Amfterdam, had 
offered to march in for the defence of the city, 
but had been refufed ; and the propofition of a 
gconeral inundation was ftrongly oppofed ; which 
appeared to augur that fome propofitions of ac- 
commodatory furrender bani be made, on the 
approach of the French.
